And tomorrow at least 900 more 
will die. And on Tuesday 900 
more. In one city alone. The 
Dictators have taken everything. 
It's no use sending food to relieve 
dying Athens Germany and 
Italy will swallow it all, and the 
Greeks will go on dying. 

A hundred years must pass 
before Greece can recover from 
the awful effects of this famine. 

Only one thing in the world 
can save them. Not shiploads of 
food, which they'll never get; but 
the complete destruction of the 
Nazis and the Fascists, who are 
murdering them. 

Before I tell you the story of the 
family I shall call Papanikoly, 1 
want to quote to you the words of 
the little man who told me the 
story.

He said: “We are buried. We 
are skeletons, Yet we are not 
dead. .

Soon we shall have no 
names; not even the dogs will 
know us as men. There will be 
no one left for us to mourn, 
Those that are dead are the lucky 
ones. 

“The only joke in the world 
shall be our manhood. Our 
greatness shall be the cnly dream; 
our pride the only fairy story or 
legend of our race. Men will 
laugh at the memory of that 
which was us. And our memory 
will die, and we shall be nothing. 

“We shall have nothing but our 
fingers to bite; nothing but our 
hate to swallow; nothing to lead 
but our shadows, and nothing but 
our shadows to follow; nothing to 
count but our bones; nothing to 
break but our hearts; nothing to 
lose but our lives; nothing to hope 
for but death; nowhere to rest 
but our graves; no graves but 
where we fall; nowhere to fall but 
in the dust; and not even the 
dust to call our own/”

Things got worse in Athens 
There was an old man who kept 
a chicken—a wretched, starved 
chicken—in his room. His neigh- 
bours demanded that he kill it 
and share it out. 

He swore he no longer had it. 
There was a mad outburst of 
violence: the old man was Killed 

They searched his room for the 
chicken, It wasn’t there; he had 
eaten it long before. although it 
was a kind of pet with him.... 
you know what strange pets some 
people take?

seemed to be walking in a city of 
ghosts. There was no flesh on 
anybody’s face. Eyes stared. It 
was horrible to see the children. 

But our conquerors were fat, 
very fat, fat and rosy and cheer- 
ful. 

You begin by ignoring such 
people; there is nothing you can 
do to hurt them, and you despise 
them. Then, as hunger gets its 
claws into you, you look at them 
and smile like a slave, hoping 
they may give you a little some- 
thing to eat. 

Hunger is dreadful. I have 
known a devoted and admirable 
woman in Athens who sold her- 
self to a Nazi for ẹ little food for 
her child.

Forty Years 


EVER give way to the Nazis 
while there is life in your 
body—while you have strength 
enough for a curse in their faces!

soul. Helena died of misery and 
hunger. Kyra died of misery and 
hunger. My mother, who had 


been near death for so long, hung 
on to life. 

She was a fine woman. There 
was a piece of linen. She had 
kept it for forty years, since her 
mother had given it to her, It 
was a very old and beautiful sheet, 
fine as silk, and embroidered with 
the arms of some ancient, noble 
house—four different designs on 
a square shield. and a motto in 
Latin which said (I don’t know 
why) Scorpiones Pungunt; mean- 
ing that scorpions sting 

She wanted to be buried in this, 
and because she was our mother 
whom we loved, we kept this sheet 
apart, sacred. Even when ^ur 
hunger was most desperate I 
never thought of selling this sheet 
for food. 

I should never have dreamt of 
it. It was my mother's winding- 
sheet. 

She died. We buried her in a 
cemetery. There was no wood for 
a coffin. There was only the child 
Christina left; and me. 


WAITING Chance

UNDREDS of people a day, in 
Athens, were picked up, dead 
of hunger.

Now the queer thing about this 
is that, when the land workers 
were scandalously underpaid, 
precious few of us were much 
concerned on their behalf. The 
moment they got their 60s. mini- 
mum however. those who were 
earning less began to sit up and 
take notice. 

It is all “human” and natural 
enough. but does it not point 
clearly to the absence of any 
national— and rational — wages 
policy? 

Similarly, in spite of Excess 
Profits Tax, the “lucky” ousi- 
nesses pay large dividends, while 
many of the “unlucky” ones are 
squeezed out altogether, and even, 
in the case of many small shop- 
keepers. ruined without hope of 
compensation. 

There is only one remedy for 
this state of affairs, and that is 
to take the profit motive out of 
war altogether. I doubt whether 
this Government, or any other, 
will have the courage to use this 
remedy thoroughly, but at least it 
is being prescribed in small, but 
increasing doses.
